The application fails to meet the requirements of PCT 
Article 33(1) because the subject matter of claims 1 to 10 
is not novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

Document D8 discloses a catalyst supported on a substrate 
and containing the following active components: 
_ 0.001 to 25 wt-% ruthenium; 

- 0 to 10 wt.% copper; 

- 0 to 5 wt.% promoter. 

From the information provided it is clear that the amounts 
of copper and ruthenium are well within the claimed ranges. 

Claims 11 to 15 can be considered novel and inventive (PCT 
Article 33(1), (2) and (3)). 

Documents Dl and D2 disclose copper-palladium ratios which 
are outside the claimed range. From the examples it is clear 
that the claimed copper-palladium ratios have advantages 
over those used in Dl and D2. Claims 11 to 15 can therefore 
be considered novel and inventive. 

Claim 11 is still unclear (PCT Article 6) . A clear 
definition is given in the second paragraph on page 1 of
